Russ Stoddard, §GA vice 
president and presidentelect, 
said that he thinks SGA 
Congress is a “worthless" 
group of students, and he 
plans for next year's congress 
to be different 

"I think Congress is the 
most unimaginative, trite, 
worthless group of students 
gathered for any purpose on 
this campus.” Stoddard said 
in an interview Tuesday. 

"There have probably been a 
handful of people in Congress 
that have tried to do a good 
job." 

Stoddard stated that he 
thought they had become 
cynical as they saw no one 
listened to them and that 
group of people had begun to 
look to the executive branch 


Vampire fear , not belief 
admitted by noted author

Approximately 350 UTM 
students listened to Professor 
Raymond McNally 4n the 
Ballroom Tuesday night as he 
admitted that he "did not 
believe in vampires but was 
afraid of them.” 

McNally was a guest 
speaker from Boston College, 
co-sponsored by SGA and 
the Speaker's Committee. He 
nas spent much of his life 
researching the legend of the 
monster Dracula and the 
many tales of folklore which 
have arisen regarding his 
name. He recently returned 
from a trip to Transylvania (a 
true state in the country of 
Romania), where he searched 
out and found the castle of 
Dracula. In his research he 
found that Dracula was not 
just a fictional character in 
the vampirical sense, but that 
he did exist, born in 1431 and 
dying in 1476. In his true state 
Dracula was a prince who was 
known not only for his war 
heroics, but also for his 
viciousness as a cruel leader 
•Tve alwjyus been in¬ 
terested inLsiani-s of the 
imagination, especially when 
something of thiA nature is 
concerned where \ there's a 
real story behind k legend."

he said "Most people don’t 
know anything about his story 
except for the legendary 
accounts of Dracula. The 
reason I began work on this is 
because I felt there had to be 
something behind it all. As the 
saying goes, when there's 
smoke, there's probably a 
fire Thus, when a story gets 
repeated enough there's 
something behind it " 

He began the night with an 
hour-long speech on the 
various ideas and beliefs of 
the vampire legend. He in¬ 
cluded personal accounts as 
well as fictional ones He 
described his various trips to 
Transylvania. meaning “land 
beyond the forest.” 

He also explained many of 
the Romanian customs and 
cultures including a present 
belief in the vampires, as well 
as various supernatural 
agents This Romanian belief 
in the vampire is charac¬ 
terized by the present 
treatment of those suspected 
of vampirism. Also known as 
the “walking dead” those 
suspected are killed instantly 
by driving a wooden stake 
through their heart and 
completely through the body 
so that it is firmly in the 
ground underneath, sym¬ 
bolizing that the "walking 
dead" will not be able to rise 
again. One other ritual is to 
amputate the head of the 
suspected vampire and to fill 
the mouth with garlic. 
Another ritual is to burn the 
corpse. 

He explained one event 
which was difficult to explain 
even by science. In 1931 there 
was an expedition which dug 
up the tomb of Count Dracula. 
Having revealed the space 
beneath, the researcher found 
no remains of Dracula The 
body had apparently been 
removed earlier or either it 
was not the true grave of 
Count Dracula who died 
preciesly, 500 years ago, 
according to McNally. 
Dracula was killed by his own 
men in a battle by mistake. 


His body was captured by the 
Turks who then performed the 
rituals of removing the head 
and hanging it from a pole 

McNally has co-authored 
and authored three separate 
books, In Search of Dracula. A 
Clutch of Vampires, and 
biography of Dracula, a 
historical account , not 
fictional. 

McNally said roughly 100 
movies had been made con¬ 
cerning Dracula and that 
virtually everyone distorted 
(he facts to both small and 
great extents. One movie he 
did praise was the recent 
made-for television movie 
"The Nightstalker," starring 


Darrin McGaven as 
newspaper reporter Karl 
Kolchak. Not only is he a 
historian as far as this legend 
is concerned, but is also a fan 
of horror movies. 

Featured in his speech were 
actual accounts of various 
cruelties the historically- 
proven Count Dracula did 
This included, as examples, 
amputating the hands of a 
woman whom he declared as 
being too lazy, and that her 
husband suffered because of 
this. Also, during one battle. 
Dracula had a total 
23,809 enemy Turks impaled

"Next year is going to be 
different, however." Stoddard 
said "Neither I nor the 
cabinet will tolerate an 
inactive Congress 

"I'm tired of people getting 
in Congress to add something 
to their resume,” Stoddard 
continued "If people aren't 
willing to use their minds and 
work for the betterment of 
student life on this campus 
they have no business even 
considering running for 
Congress." 

Stoddard said he thought the 
executive cabinet was par¬ 
tially to blame for Congress' 
failures, also 

"The executive cabinet 
should have put more em 
phasis on Congress so they 
could feel they have the 
initiative to do the things they 
need to do," Stoddard stated. 
He said that he definitely 
plans to redefine the role of 
Congress 

Stoddard stated that he 
believes Congress first ought 
to define their own role and 
look to the executive branch 
for guidance. 

"I want Congress to function 
as a separate entity. Stoddard 
emphasized. “I do not want 
them to be yes persons to the 
executive cabinet.” 

Dtifug Shipman, SGA 
Speaker of Congress, said that 
he thought Congress had made 
some important achievements 
this year, but that he thought 
some Congressional reforms 
were needed. 


Shipman said that he 
thought the workshop on 
parliamentary procedure held 
•by ConRress was important 
“I hope this will become a 
yearly project,” Shipman 
said. “I think one thing this 
year's Congress has done over 
the previous one s I’ve been 
associated with is that we 
didn't hesitate to take our 


Pavlov’s Dog, Jack Ross 
to be featured Saturday

SGA's free concert will be 
held Saturday evening 
beginning at 5, according to 
Secretary of Communications 
John Kernodle. 

This concert is being billed 
by SGA as “The SGA One 
Time Only Annual Special 
Spring Rock and Roll, Soul, 
Country, Blue Grass. Laid 
Back Blues, Outdoor, Fresh 
Air Jamboree.” 

The performing groups 
will be Pavlov’s Dog, the Blue 
Jug Band. Homegrown Funk, 
and Jack Ross. Kernodle 
described Pavlov's Dog as a 
hard rock group with some 
national recognition. The Blue 
Jug Band as a southern 
country-rock band, 
Homegrown Funk as a black 
soul -disco band, and Jack 
Ross as an easy-listening, folk 
artist. 

"Many students will 
remember Jack Ross from 
past performances at coffee 
houses and night lighters as 
part of the team of Jack Ross 


and Woody Bowles," Ker- 
dle said. 

Along with the above 
groups, Kernodle stated there 
will be some local talent, and 
possibly one more group 
named 

Booths will be set up at the 
concert. Alpha Delta Pi will 
sell peanuts and pretzels. 
Delta Sigma Theta will sell 
candy apples and com dogs 
and Sigma Kappa will have a 
booth with submarine sand 
wiches Other booths will also 
be set up. Any other 
recognized groups who would 
like to have a booth should 
come to the meeting at 7 
tonight tn the SGA office, 
according to Kernodle He 
said groups would not be able 
to sell cokes, candy, or pop¬ 
corn because of a University 
contract with a concessioner 

The concert will take place 
between McCord and. Austin 
Peay, with the main lobbies of 
the two dorms used as the 
entrance and exits throughout 
the concerts. The concert is 
free, but students must have 


their ID to get in. Students are 
allowed one guest, and the 
cost of a guest will be $3. 

"There has been a lot of 
criticism about past rule 
breaking," Kernodle stated. 
"Much of this has been caused 
by non-students. This will give 
students a chance to show they 
can discipline themselves at 
concerts.” 

Students marshalls will be 
in the area, he said, and added 
that Safety and Security of¬ 
ficers will be outside the area 

"This is an excellent en¬ 
tertainment opportunity for 
students and we in SGA urge 
students to say on campus 
t his weekend and take 
advantage of a lot of good 
free outdoor music," Kernodle 
said. 

Russell Day, SGA Secretary 
of finance, said ap¬ 
proximately $3500 will be 
spent on talent for the per 
fomance and another $500 
would be spent on 
miscellaneous expenses such 
as lights 


complaints to the ad¬ 
ministration.” 

He said they had brought up 
the problem of drop-add, the 
sidewalks by the Education, 
Nursing and Home Economics 
Building and Browning Hall, 
and the speed violations on 
University Street Shipman 
thought there had been real 
results such as the radar 
traps set up and the new drop- 
add process 

“I think this shows Congress 
does have an input, contrary 
to popular belief," Shipman 
said “1 would encourage 
students to use Congress as a 
method of airing their 
complaints 

Shipman did say he thought 
Congress could have been 
more effective. 

“I think from what I have 
heard about Student Govern¬ 
ment Congresses at other 
schools that is possible to have 
a very effective Congress,” 
Shipman stated. “Unfor¬ 
tunately, many of the people 
that run have no interest in 
working and this is to be 


expected with a student body 
as apathetic as ours " He said 
he did not blame Congress 
deficiencies on 
Congresspersons but on the 
student body, and added, 
however, that several 
Congresspersons have been 
very sincere and hard 
workers 

John Kernodle, SGA 
secretary of communications, 
said he thought Congress had 
achieved nothing this year, 
and thus needed reforms 

Kernodle said that he 
thought Congress should be 
oriented early in the year with 
a parliamentary workshop 
and an explanation of their 
role in Congress 

Kernodle and Shipman 
concurred in their opinions 
that Congressional elections 
should be held earlier An 
amendment to have elections 
held Spring Quarter was killed 
by Congress earlier this 
quarter 

Shipman said there is a 
possiblity the issue may be 
brought before Congress 


again 

"Most student gov¬ 
ernments across the state 
have fairly strong legislative 
branches. "Kernodle 
reported "I think an ideal 
situation for us would be to 
elect them (Congresspersons) 
three to four weeks after the 
executive officers I think 
another thing that might be of 
help is to elect the Speaker of 
Congress from an at-large 
district ” 

Kernodle said he thought the 
Speaker of Congress should be 
a paid position similar to SGA 
executive officer positions 
with office space and the other 
officer benefits and respon¬ 
sibilities. 

Kernodle said that Memphis 
State University elects their 
congressmembers earlier and 
they have a stronger 
Congress. He stated this 
tends to give Congress more 
time and real input. He said 
this would also allow time for 
the Congress to meet in the

Dinner Theatre nearing; 
ticket sales going ‘good’

Approximately 370 tickets 
have been sold for the Dinner 
Theatre’s May 6 through 9 
performances of the comedy 
“Life With Father.” 

Tickets went on sale April 19 
for the annual production 
Tickets are $6 for reserve 
seats and $7 for special 
reserve seats for the per¬ 
formance and the buffet meal 
on Thursday, Friday, and 
Saturday nights. A Sunday 
matinee will also be 
presented. Tickets will be $3 
then but do not include the 
buffet 

Seven vacancies were left 
for the Saturday night per 
formances and a majority of 
tickets are still available for 
the Sunday matinee. Six 
tables weretill empty Monday 
for the Friday evening per¬ 
formance and 12 tables were 
still unoccupied for the 
Thursday evening per¬ 
formance. Russell Duncan, 
director of the University 
Center, said he thought ticket 
sales were going “real good” 
for the Dinner Theatre 

“Dinner begins at six. 
o’clock each evening with the 
curtain time at 7:30 p.m.,” 
Billie Ann Pace, director of 
women's activities, said. 
"This year we're going to 
have a special Mother's Day 
matinee May 9 at 2 p.m." 

William Snyder, director of 
Vanguard Theatre, called the 
play “an excellent family 
comedy.” The play, taken 
from the humorous sketches 
drawn by artist Clarence Day 
for The New Yorker and 
written by Howard Lindsey 
and Russell Crouse, is woven 
around the life of a Madison 
Avenue family in the 1880s. It 
ran on Broadway for eight 
years and was one of the 
longest running plays in the 
history of American theatre 
The play concerns the 
misadventures of the Day 


family with its four boys and 
iron-willed father 

Pace said that she thought 
the Mother’s Day matinee 
would offer a special treat and 
outing for those who could 
attend. 

"The prospects for the most 
exciting Dinner Theatre that 
we've had is excellent,” Pace 
commented “It going to be 
super.” 


She said costumes for the 
play had been ordered from 
New York 

Pace said she thought the 
Sunday matinee would also 
offer a good chance for 
students to attend the play 
who did not want to also 
partTcipate in the buffet. 
However, whe encouraged 
students to attend the buffet 
meal and theater also.

Parking controversy discussed

The UTM Traffic and 
ParkingAuthority reviewed 
various student and staff 
parking problems at UTM 
Thursday, with the major 
topic of discussion being the 
present staff use of commuter 
lots 

The meeting was opened 
with some cafeteria personnel 
raising the question of where 
they could park on campus 
Ann Hayes of the UTM Food 
Services said many cafeteria 
workers had received notes on 
their windshields saying they 
were illegally parked and they 
had taken these to Safety and 
Security and had been in¬ 
formed that staff members 


could park in any of the lots on 
campus Ed N. White, director 
of Safely and Security, said 
the “tickets" had not come 
from Safety and Security and 
a student present at the 
meeting. Hank Williamson. 


"A staff sticker can park any 
place on this campus,” White 
said “The lot to this building 
(the University Center) is the 
only case where it is an ad¬ 
vantage for the staff to park in 
a student lot."_ 


"It seems like every time a parking policy is made it's alw ays 
favoring the faculty. If it wasn't for students there wouldn't 
be any use for faculty.” 

Russ Stoddard 
SGA President-elect 


said he had distributed 13 
tickets one morning when he 
could not find a parking place 
in the lot behind the Univer¬ 
sity Center as a protest 
against staff parking in 
commuter lots 


White said he thought the 
cafeteria workers did have a 
particular problem in that 
some of them worked early or 
late. The nearest staff parking 
area is located behind the 
library. 


Hayes requested that an 
area of the University Center 
lot be put aside for University 
Center personnel. 

"We should have at least 
one line there to park,’ " she 
stated She said there are 
approximately 12 cars usually 
at the maximum parked in the 
University Center lot by 
cafeteria personnel and they 
often had to walk to work in 
the morning or evening in the 
dark from the library lot with 
the situation as it presently 
stands. 

“For a commuter the 
problem is probably worse," 
Russ Stoddard, SGA vice 
president, stated He said he 
thought the lot should remain 
a commuter lot. 


"Really I don’t agree with 
either side," White said. ”1 
don’t think it’s too -far to 
walk." He said some of the 
problems with parking in the 
University Center lot would be 
alleviatedwhen the new lot 
across Mt Pelia Road from 
the University Center was 
completed. 

“1 dread for this to be a 
large enough problem for us to 
zone staff parking," White 
said. White said a situation in 
which only staff would park 
in staff lots and students in 
students lots would be im¬ 
possible to enforce. 

“It seems like every time a 
parking policy is made its 
always favoring the faculty,” 
Stoddard said. He said he 


thought it was time for the 
University to change 
priorities 

"If it wasn’t for students 
there wouldn't be any use for 
faculty,” Stoddard com¬ 
mented.

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Upcoming concert needs 
more quality, Jiot quantity 


While SGA's idea in sponsoring Saturday's 
free multi-band outdoor concert is a com¬ 
mendable one, it would have been far better for 
the students had one big-name quality act been 
booked 

The principle behind the show is a sound one 
SGA has shown considerable profits in its other 
concerts this year, so they are repaying the 
students with this free show Since student fees 
maintain SGA. and since students played a 
large role in making the past concerts the 
successes they were, it is justice that they 
receive any dividends they have earned SGA 
should be applauded, both for the astute 
planning that produced the profitable concerts, 
and the upcoming attempt to pay back the 
students. 

::The booking of several small-time less 
■expensive groups for the event is a mistake, 
.however, and a throwback to the financially 
3nept SGA's of the past. The rationale is that the 
^variety will appeal to the entire spectrum of 
students, and that the $4000 expenditures go 
farther when spent in this manner While some 
Indents will attend the concert, though, the 
•majority of students would probably have 
preferred SGA to book a single, big name 


performer The recent successful concerts, 
which make this one possible, featured current 
popular performers Instead of booking 
another such performer, however, that would 
obviously be popular. SGA has spent its profits 
on a musical menageriethat is of dubious 
quality. Local restaurants have offered similar 
talents a 

The argument that (4000 will not book a truly 
big-name performer could be somewhat valid, 
but most students would have gladly paid $1 to 
see a better concert The SGA's $4000. added to 
the $3000 or so that could be gotten from a large 
student turnout, would give a total of $7000 for 
booking someone Since Henry Gross wound up 
with some $6700 total from his sellout concert 
here, it is obvious $7000 could indeed buy a 
quality show It could still be limited to 
students, and it could still be a heavily sub¬ 
sidized SGA "thank you" affair The potential 
for such a concert would be much greater than 
is Saturday's potential 

This year has undeniably been one of the 
biggest entertainment years in the history of 
UTM's SGA. It is unfortunate that the students' 
reward for aiding such a year will not be 
equally colossal

Losses may prove harmful 


The increasingly serious plight of the com 
: jnunications program has become even more 
evident with the announced June 30 closing of 
{TV and the discontinuance this quarter of the 
Vanguard Film Festival. 

:. The program, one of the campus' newest, will 
feefthe effects of ITV’s closing as early as Fall 
Quarter The station is currently being used as 
$■) integral part of several courses, and even if 
qopne of the equipment is given to UTM as is 
anticipated, the courses will not be as 
adequate. The value of a communications 
degree from this school, though not 
Astronomical now, cannot help but decrease in 
difect proportion to the reduction in practical 
ASperience garnered by the students Oppor¬ 
tunities for practical experience in com¬ 
munications will obviously be diminished, 
r The reason for the closing is the budget, 
hardly a surprising factor The state owns the 
icllity, and due to the operation of a more 
modern such station in Johnson City, the 
(iteration here is not deemed feasible. The 
Johnson City station's situation was apparently 
not harmed, furthermore, by legislative ef¬ 
forts on its behalf in this session The fact that 


Ihe state is going to allow UTM to retain some 
equipment is small solace, but solace 
nonetheless 

The Vanguard Film Festival cancellation 
this quarter also hurts the program, as well as 
the entire school A campus fixture for the past 
seven years, the Festival enjoyed a history of 
bringing top-quality films to this campus at a 
modest expense to the student The Tennessee 
Arts Commission grant which funded the en¬ 
deavor has now been expended, it appears, and 
that, along with the non-scheduling of the new 
film history course, caused the Festival’s 
demise. It will return Fall Quarter, hopefully, 
thus aiding both the communications program 
and the students in general. When active, it 
represents a noticeable alternative to the usual 
cultural abyss this University endures. 

If it were only the coojmunications students 
who stand to lose by i(iese developments, it 
would not be quite so tragic. It is more than 
that, however; the degeneration of one 
University area can do nothing but hurt the 
total academic reputation of this University. 
That is a fight that the school can ill afford to 
lose 
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nation's lowest, could eventually lead to 
frustration and a lack of initiative for some 
teachers The quality of instruction would 
probably not improve, at any rate, even if it 
didn’t decline 

For those teachers on campus that could be 
classed as exceptional, however, and there are 
plenty, the low salaries could led to moving to 
other universities All schools are constantly 
looking for exceptional teachers, and it is very 
plausible that some campus teachers could 
receive other posts. Their places, then, could 
probably not be filled by equaly exceptional 
instructors, causing a net reduction in teaching 
quality. It is a vicious cycle that could 
ultimately lead to a decrease^ in the in¬ 
structional excellence this school is noted for 

The pawr^eS'Tor'bext year could raise the 
salaries here somewhat above the 20 per¬ 
centile-hopefully. they will do so. Still, the fact 
that over three-fourths of the nation's college 
teachers make more than those at comparable 
levels here is bound to eventually culminate in 
some reduction in the level of instructional 
quality The University should begin searching 
for additional measures to insure steady salary 
raises. 

It is time worn to say that the students of 
tomorrow are the future of this University, but 
it is undoubtedly true. As such, all steps should 
be taken to guarantee they receive quality 
teaching. Anv reduction in the quality of in¬ 
struction would certainly be closely followed by 
a related reduction in students

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Two weeks ago Paul Tinkle 
sympathized with veterans 
because, in Tinkle's words, 
"It's a damn shame when the 
government starts taking 
class roll of the boys into 
whose hands it shoved a gun 
and said kill.’ " Tinkle wag 
referring to the new policy of 
identifying veterans on class 
rolls by a “V” next to their 
names. This is not a UTM 
generated policy; the 
requirement came down from 
the Veterans Administration 
in an effort to end the misuse 
of education benefits that is 
common in many vocational 
and technical educational 
programs and in many 
colleges and universities in 
large metropolitan areas 
There is no such problem at 
UTM. 

In a recent talk with Paul 
Kelly, coordinator of veterans 
affairs. 1 was assured that the 
new policy was definitely not 
aimed at harassing veterans, 
but it was hoped that it would, 
in fact, help the veterans on 
this campus. Mr. Kelly told 
me that his office has had 
problems with only “one or 
two" veterans since he has 
held his position. The new 
policy, implemented at the 
beginning of this quarter, has 
generated "five or six” cases 
of veterans being reported to 
Kelley’s office for "un¬ 
satisfactory class par¬ 
ticipation," and all but one of 
these cases were found to be 
due to an error in the class 
rolls, and not a case of a 
veteran cutting classes 
Apparently. UTM and the 
veterans enrolled here are 
again the victims of a system 
that has outgrown itself. The 
very size of the VA makes it 
virtually impossible to 
manage in its present form. 
The VA is a national agency 
and therefore, it has national 
rules and regulatory policies. 
What applies to New York City 
must also apply to Martin. 
Tennessee. Everybody knows 
there is a big world of dif¬ 
ference between the two 
places, but to the VA it’s just 
one big country. No other 
rationale fs possible when an 
agency is as vast as the VA. 

Personally, I think Tinkle's 
sympathy and outrage was a 
little misplaced. Speaking as a 
veteran myself, I was insulted 
by Tinkle's flag-waving on my 
behalf, especially so since 
Tinkle is not a veteran What 
does he know about serving 
one's country, or for that 
matter, what does he know 
about the welfare system he so 
viciously attacked? I have 
been in the unemployment line 
myself, and Tinkle knows not 
whereof he speaks. Somehow 
he has managed to equate 
unemployment with dishonor 
while forgetting that many of 
those now on the unem¬ 
ployment rolls are also 


veterans, and indeed. I would 
venture a guess that more 
than a few of those “welfare 
babies" Tinkle writes about 
were fathered by veterans. It 
is ludicrous to lam bast the 

welfare system on one hand 
and then cry because veterans 
are expected to attend classes 
for which they are paid to 
attend Both the G.I. Bill and 
the various welfare programs 
are based on the same 
premise-helping those who 
can not help themselves -and I 
see no difference between 
defrauding the government by 
falsifying welfare forms and a 
veteran doing the same thing 
by signing up for a course and 
then making no effort to 
satisfactory complete that 
course Fraud is fraud and 
every veteran on this campus 
knew what was required of 
him before the new policy was 
implemented Those 
requirements are the same, 
but now if a veteran is not 


doing well in a course or is not 
making any effort to do well, 
the VA office knows about it 
before the veteran flunks out 
of school, thereby ruining his 
chances of getting an 
education. 

Having a “V" by your name 
on the class roll is not really a 
big deal. Feeding, clothing, 
housing, and educating three 
people on $366 00 per month is 
a big deal. That is what a 
veteran with two dependents 
is pulling down these days. 
With this vast sum we are 
supposed to take care of our 
family and pay for our 
education. This pay scale was 
effective on Jan. 1, 1975 and it 
has remained the same 
despite the drastic rate of 
inflation we are currently 
suffering.

The year 1976 is not only the 
Bicentennial year, but elec¬ 
tion year as well. The list of 
presidential hopefuls is long 
and the right choice is difficult 
to make Though a proven 
record and a long list of ac¬ 
complishments, President 
Ford sets himself apart from 
the rest 

One of the most notable 
areas of accomplishment is 
that of inflation and unem- 
ployment. The 
President feels "My first 
objective is to have sound 
economic growth without 
inflation ..." He saw that 
inflation was reduced from 
12.2 per cent in 1974, to 7 per 
cent in 1975. One miliion more 
Americans had jobs in 
December '75 than six months 
earlier. Early in ’75, the 
number of new jobs through 
the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training 
Act rose to 310,000 

Another area of interest to 
the President is that of cur¬ 
bing federal spending. He 
backs the taxpayer and feels 
that the federal government 
should not spend more than it 
brings in He has used his veto 
powers over Congressional 
bills which saves us $10.2 
billion. He was overriden by 
Congressional want of 
spending in several instances 
which cost the taxpayer $4 
billion 

A major area of interest to 
many citizens is the 
President’s stand on foreign 
affairs He is quoted as saying 


to none detente means a 
fervent desire for peace, but 
not peace at any price . the 
preservation of fundamental 
American Principle, not their 
sacrifice." 

President Ford felt in early 
'75 that our relations with 
Cuba might change, however, 
when Cuba increased its in¬ 
volvement in theAngolan Civil 
war by sending combat forc- 
ces, he reasonably decided the 
preceding action destroyed 
any possiblity for improved 
attitudes 

In the President’s State of 
the union message, he called 
for action in our system, also a 
better balance between 
government and the in¬ 
dividual Above all else.he 
feels that honesty is the best 
way to deal with the American 
people, not promising more 
than can be delivered.

Mays described it as"aU 
beginning back in the 1960's 
when people began asking for

"Our physical education 
staff pointed out a need for 
teaching spaces and ad¬ 
ditional facilities to piake the 
campus more in line with its 
competitors." he said! "At the 
lime we were operating with a 
swimming pool forty years old 
<currently 45) that .was 
designed for a campus with 
around 800 students we’ve 
now got 5,000.” 

UTM justified its request for 
the appropriation from THEC 
'Tennessee Higher Education 
Commission) by presenting to 
the legislature the extreme 
lack of physical education 
facilities on this campus 
Mays said this request was 
placed with those of academic 
requests also and these did re 
ceive priority, regardless that 
they were all funded anyway 

In the allocation, set a 
request of over $5 million, 
three and one-half million was 
allocated through the 
justification of physical 
education, recreational, and 
athletic needs. The legislature 
decided that the other one and 
one half million could be 
funded through students fees 
could be funded through 
student fees. 

Before and during this 
allocation Mays had appointed 
several different committees 
and sub-comm i 11ees 
discussing what was needed 
in terms of this new Complex. 
Committee chairpersons 
consisted of Dr. Robert 
Paynter, Athletic 
Director. Bettye Giles, 
director of women's athletics. 
Gile Grasfeder, assistant 
professor of physical 
education. along with his 
others. There were also many 
students on the committees 
Mays said that these students 
were on the committees for 
the purpose of student input 
which his staff felt was very 
important for a new structure 
such as this. 

From April to June of 1968 
there was an extensive 
amount of planning going on 
This planning included not 
only what should be in the new 
Complex but also where it 
would be located. It was in 
May, 1968 that the first 
committee was made for the 
purpose of discussing what 
should and should not be in-

eluded in the new structure. 

During these discussions 
several reasons were c it led 
for the building of such a 
structure These reasons 
included basically a rapid rise 
in enrollment - This number 
tripled by 1972 A projection 
had been made in 1962. that 
UTM would have an 
enrollment of 2000 by 1975 
However, this projection was 
reached by 1967. eight years 
before the projected date 

In July. 1972*the allocation 
of funds for this project was 
granted to UTM by the state 
legislature After this the 
search and bid for a con¬ 
tractor began 

The money given to UTM for 
that year for the Complex was 
a part of the capital outlet 
request. Mays said. This is 
not part of UTM’s operating 
budget He also explained that 
before the funds were 
allocated a special plan was 
submitted to the legislators 
concerning the complex itself 

This plan was a program 
statement Mays defined this 
as “a word picture of the plans 
of the activities and facilities 
of the new project.” In other 
words, this was a description 
of the complex, along 

with an explanation of its 
proposed functions and other 
uses. 

This program statement, 
after several'revisions, was 
then given to an architect 
who then drew up the first 
actual blueprints of the 
complex even though they 
had to undergo changes and 


revisions On July 26, 1971 this 
architect presented the rough 
plan to the development staff 
here at UTM 

Bids continued to be taken 
for a contractor but on 
February 14, 1974, the bid for 
the new Physical Education 
Complex was awarded to 
Forcum-Lannom This .was 
approved by the building 
commission on April 4,1974, so 
construction was seemingly 
ready for its start, however, it 
was found that the original bid 
of the contractor was higher 
than tlfe allocation made by 
TREC, thus cuts had to be 
made These cuts, according 
to Mays, consisted of the track 
which had been planned, 
some to the outside lighting, 
diving facilities for the 
Olympic sized swimming pool, 
plus, the pool itself was made 
shallower than originally 
anticipated There were other 
small cuts as well. 

At this point, the exact 
figure for the Complex was set 
at 55,116.818.00 Mays said this 
figure has remained the same, 
ft has not risen 

On April 22, 1974, the con¬ 
tracts were signed with 
Forcum -Lannom and on April 
30 a pre-construction con¬ 
ference was held with the 
development staff of UTM 
and the contractors. 

Shortly afterwards, the 
ground leveling began at the 
site chosen for the new 
Complex, just behind the 
present Fieldhouse. Now. 
January 22. 1976, construction 


continues. Mays stated that by 
Fall Quarter the office moves 
would be made, moving the 
physical education instructors 
from the fieldhouse to the: 
Complex. 

"We thought at first that we 
might have some office space 
left over but we've now found 
out we won't, " he explained 
"Every office space will be 
used and some of them will 
even have to be doubled, that 
is. use the same office for two 
persons " 

Mays said that the same 
conservative measures will be 
taken with the Complex as 
have been taken with the other 
buildings on campus The 
cooling and heating will be 
held to a minimum while 
^ither sources of conservation 
will include the light system.

THEC funds new con¬ 
struction sites 51.62 per 
square foot Mays said this is 
how the complex was funded 
and that it would cost no more 
to maintain and operate than 
the other new buildings on 
campus. He said a minimum 
of five new people will be 
needed to help with the upkeep 
of the building He stated he 
had the choice of hiring five 
new people as janitors or 
spread the present services 
thinner. This decision has not 
been made yet. 

Concerning the justification 
of the Olympic size swimming 
pool. Mays stated that the 
committee felt that anything 
less than this size would be 
justifiable due to the in¬ 
creasing size and enrollment 
of UTM He said that the 
committee was very “em¬ 
phatic" about its decision. He 
further explained that the pool 
will have no diving facilities 
and will be shallower than 
previously anticipated, bul 
that it would be a yearround 
pool because of the WfiVable 
wall which gives it access to 
the outside, thus, allowing for 
a large patio as well. 

Mays listed the upcoming 
Complex' new facilities as 
containing seven indoor 
handball courjs, eight outdoor 
handball courts, and six in¬ 
door multiple purpose areas 
for use in basketball, tennis 
volleyball, or badminton. 

He also described a new 
dance studio in the complex 
which he described as "one of 
the best anywhere in , this 
state.” 

Along with the Olympic- 
sized swimming pool, there 
will also be a weight-training 
room which Mays hopes will 
be open twenty-four hours per 
day. There will also be a new 
adaptive exercise room He 
said gymnastics will also be 
provided, although the main 
floor of the area, had b«n 
planned for this purpose 

On the outside, Mays said 
there would be eighteen tennis 
courts, six of those lighted. 
There will be a new baseball 
field, softball field, and six 
multiple purpose fields, all 
large enough to hold four 
softball games 
simultaneously. 

First beginning in the early 
months of 1968, the new 
Complex awaits its designated 
functions in Fall Quarter of 
1976.

UTM will hold a five-week 
course on the energy crisis in 
today's world beginning June 
14 for high school students in 
West Tennessee and Western 
Kentucky, according to Dr. 
David Loebbaka, associate 
professor of physics. 

A total of 25 scholastically 
outstanding high school 
students who have completed 
either their sophomore or 
junior years will be selected 
for the program, which is 
being made possible through a 
grant by the National Science 
Foundation. This is the third 
year the program has been 
held on the campus. 

According to Loebbaka, 
director of the NSF project at 
UTM, the five-week course 
will examine such issues as 
current energy demands, new 
energy sources being 
developed in the world 
today, and future career 
opportunities in science. 

“The course will consist of 
morning lectures and an af¬ 
ternoon program of in¬ 
dividualized research projects 
with faculty guidance,” 
Loebbaka said. "Those ap¬ 
plying for the program should 
have a sincere interest in 
science-related fields as a 
future profession." 

He stated that the deadline 
for initial application for the 
NSF here was April 2. 

About 4,400 high school 
students across the U.S. 
will participate this summer 
in scientific research projects 
and study programs under 
NSF grants The grants total 
more than $1.9 million and will 
support 125 projects in 43 
states 

Students are expected to 
pay room and board costs for 
the five-week program, 
Loebbaka stated. A limited 
number of scholarships are 
available to cover all or part 
of these expenses
